W a s h in g to n , February 28.—Among 
the bills placed on the Senate calen­ 
dar to-day vas the following: Pro­ 
viding for the investment of certain 
funds in the treasury with an amend­ 
ment striking out the provision to al­ 
low Nationel Banks to issue circula­ 
tion to the amount of their bonds de­ 
posited. 
The resolution offered last week by 
Hoar to contiuue the investigation in­ 
to certain events, alleged to have 
taken place in Texas, in the petition 
of Stephen Hackeworth and others, 
was also placed on the calendar. 
A bill for the purchase of a site and 
the erection of a government building 
in New Orleans, not to exceed in cost 
.$200,000, passed. 
THE FOLLOWING CONFIRMATIONS 
Were m ade: E. N. Lacombe, ad­ 
ditional circuit Judge for the fecond 
judicial district of tne U. S., and Com­ 
modore Bancroft Gherard to be Rear- 
Admiral ; also a long list of promo­ 
tions in the naval service. 
A WARM DEBATE. 
Call’s amendment, making the bill 
granting pensions to ex-soldiers and 
sailors incapnctiated for manual labor 
apply to those also who served in the 
wars of Mexico for thirty days and in 
any Indian wars was agreed to. 
A long political 
discussion fol­ 
lowed. 
• 
Senator Plumb said thut the bill 
did not have tho endorsement of tbe 
Grand Army of the. Republic, and 
asked Senator Faulkner of West Vir- 
Sinia, if he believed that the Presi- 
ent would veto the bill. 
> residing Officer Ingalls here in­ 
terfered, holding that the question 
was a breach of the code. 
Senator Teller protested against the 
Senate of the United States being 
threatened with executive veto. He 
had never heard of such a thing be­ 
fore in the Senato and hoped he 
would not again. 
It seemed to him 
to be a great degradation for a Senator 
to say that he proposed to be gov­ 
erned in his vote by what the execu­ 
tive thought or wanted. 
The Presi­ 
dent was a co-ordinate branch of the 
Government, but not the legislative 
department of the Government. 
Senator Blackburn deprecated any 
violation of the rule prohibiting a 
Seuator or Representative from seek­ 
ing tho influence of legislation by ref­ 
erence to the presumed course of the 
executive. 
He had heard that the 
rule was violated by Senators Davis, 
Mandereon and Blair. These Sena­ 
tors all said that the bill had to be 
framed and fashioned to avoid a veto 
message at the hands of the execu­ 
tive. 
He did not know what author­ 
ity they had for -the statement but he 
did know that there was but one polit­ 
ical organization in the country which 
was in perfect working order. 
It was 
not the Democratic party nor the Re­ 
publican party. It was the Grand 
Army of the Republic which present­ 
ed tlie only efficiently organized system 
on tho continent to-day. 
The Sena­ 
tor from Nebraska was to be accepted 
as an authority as regards the bill, but 
this demand was sent to Congress by 
a perfectly 
systematized 
political 
agency, that proposed to remove the 
trouble tin t environed both houses; 
to do 
away 
with 
the 
revenue 
bills 
and 
tariff 
revesions 
and 
abolition on internal revenues and 
• to dispose of the treasury surplus. 
Such bills as this,was the only practi­ 
cal solution to be offered by the Re­ 
publican party for the financial difficul­ 
ties in which the country is involved. 
After some remarks by Manderson 
' and Blair, Blackburn went on to say 
that it was not to be wondered at if 
those Senators in their zeal sought to 
warn the super-loyal of the land 
against the disloyal policy of the loyál 
Executive. 
If they mean to dispose 
of the surplus in the Treasury in that 
way and no other, they should be 
frank enough to face the issue and go 
to the country upon it. 
After further debate by Teller, Hoar 
and others the bill went over without 
action, and after an executive session 
the Senate adjourned.

The House Committee on Indian 
Affairs will report favorably the bills 
to retire to the public domain part of 
the Uintah Indian reservation of 
Utah.

R e p o r t C o n c e rn in g ’F risc o ’s P u b ­ 
lic B u ild in g Site. 
W ashington, February 28.—Messrs. 
Swift, Bryan and Irish, a commission 
appointed to select a site for a public 
building in San Francisco, have trans­ 
mitted through the Treasury Depart­ 
ment a report to Congress saying that 
they have been unable to find a suit­ 
able site for the building at the 
price, $350,000, fixed by the Act of 
March 3, 1887. They say that the site 
must contain not less than from 
90,000 to 12,000 feet of ground and 
must be so situated ae to bo bounded 
on each side by public atrecti. Such 


a site will cost about $850,000, and it 
is therefore suggested that an addi­ 
tional appropriation of $500,000 be 
granted for that purpose.

A 
guard. Porfoiers Polo, was found with 
an ugly knife wound in his right breast 
and a bullet wound in his left thigh 
Physicians say that the man cannot 
live. Polo is the saíne guard who 
was seriously stubbed some time ago 
by a party of robbers who attempted 
to break into the custom house. 
Nine shots were tired, but it is not 
known how many were wounde t, sev­ 
eral having made their escape. 
Jose 
Tapia, one of the San Sjibe Custom 
Hoiwe officers, has been arrested and 
locked up. A large posse in pursuit 
of the others was present in this city 
last night. All of the parties engaged 
in the affair are reticent and the offi­ 
cials are sorely puzzled.

PROCLAMATION BY POWDERLY.

C h ic a g o , February 28.—Only five 
suburban trains on the Burlington 
road came in this morning, and one 
pulled out. Thus far five old engin­ 
eers are reported loyal to the com­ 
pany. The new men are being dis­ 
tributed along the line. Officials of 
the road have asked for a detail of 
police to protect a freight train to be 
made up and run out to-day. The 
third accident on the road since the 
inauguration of the strike occurred 
this morning near Fulton Junction. 
An engine, mail and expr. as cars 
were demolished and two men re­ 
ported fatally injured. 
HELP FROM NEW YORK. 
Over one hundred engineers to take 
the places of strikers on the Burling­ 
ton system were secured in New York 
to-day. The overland fast mail left 
Chicago on time this morning. The 
Brotherhood of Engineers did not in­ 
terfere with getting the train out. 
Owing to the rigid examination to 
which applicants are subjected tho 
officials of the Burlington road say 
that tho process of hiring men is slow 
and they don’t expect the road to be 
in running order for a week. Formal 
notice was given to the strikers this 
afternoon that unless they report for 
duty by to-morrow noon they will be 
considered out of the company’s em­ 
ploy. 
MORE VOLUNTEERS. 
A number of engineers and firemen 
wont weBt on the Penney 1 vania road 
to-night, presumably to go to work 
for the Burlington. 
Among them 
were three members of the Reading 
strikers’ committee. They said that 
they were going individually aud 
more men will follow to-morrow.

P h il a d e l p h ia , February 28.—A let­ 
ter from General M—tor Workman 
Powderly was given to the associated 
press at Scranton to-night. Powderly 
says that he has been asked his opin­ 
ion concerning the strike, and whether 
he favors the Knights of Labor taking 
the places of the Brotherhood men. 
He says that if the strikers are mak­ 
ing a tight to do away with the Europ­ 
ean custom of grading men up and 
down regardless of merit, they are 
right for making a fight for equality. 
“My opinion of a man who takes the 
place of another struggling for his 
rights, is that he deserves contempt.” 
Powderly then speaks of the Broth­ 
erhood men having on repeated occa­ 
sions taken the places of striking 
Knights of Labor, and says that it is 
to their eternal shame that they 
stooped to such meanness and such 
treacherous, unmanly conduct. “ If 
it is the habit of Brotherhood men to 
do such work as taking strikers’ places, 
why, in Heaven’s name, let them 
have a monopoly of it. Knights, if you 
Luke my advice, stand back and let 
tho struggle go on. Let the Brother­ 
hood demonstrate its power to stand 
alone without entangling alliances 
with other trades. 
Let tbe past be 
forgotten, no matter how bitter you 
feel towards thes' men. 
Remember 
that they have not yet stepped out of 
the rut of selfishness, and itis best to 
teach them what manhood means hy 
keeping hands off tho Burlington 
strike.” 
Powderly then says that it must 
gratify capital to see working men 
pitted against one another and con­ 
cludes by saying: “No strike should 
be entered into until a last effort con­ 
sistent with manhood has been made, 
then if it is determined on, every de­ 
tachment of laborers in the army 
should be wheeled into line to defend 
the rights of the men in the breach. I 
have never seen such a strike and never 
expect to until the narrow prejudices 
of the past are buried and the prin­ 
ciples of Knighthood properly under­ 
stood—then we will have no more 
strikes.” 
A BLOCKADE AT KANSAS CITY.

Investigation as to How it 
Occurred.

STORIES. 


Vallejo iu M ourning Over tlie Sad 
Affair—Preparations for 
tlie Funerals.

V a l l e jo , February 2 8 .— All flags 
are at half mast to-day and a general 
feeling of sorrow overspreads the 
community. 
No bodies have been found this 
morning. Divers have been explor­ 
ing the wreck, and found one ¿>oiler 
blown overboard and the other torn 
apart. 
The oil tanks are unbroken and 
there is oil still remaining in them. 
The Coroner’s jury met this morning, 
examined a number of witnesses and 
adjourned till afternoon. 


t h e fo l l o w in g t e st im o n y 
Was taken during the course of the in­ 
quiry : 
Timothy Murphy, by occupation 
a longshoreman, who was on board 
at the time of the explosion stated: 
“ I was going forward to light my 
pipe when I was struck in the face by 
something; I looked back, saw a blaze 
and saw parties lowering a boat 
I 
could not say who they were as I was 
dazed bv the shock. 'Have been go­ 
ing back and forward for the last 
eight months and never heard any 
one say anything about tbe boilers 
before the explosion.” 
K. VV. Burton, laborer, stated: “ I 
went aboard the boat about 6 and 
went straight to the engine room; I 
looked at the clock, it was 6:10 and I 
said to George,’ “ We will make good 
time to-day. Just then the bell rung 
and hepicked.up the rod to start the 
engine. Then the explosion occurred 
and the next thing I saw and felt was 
Fieces of wood falling on me. When 
recovered from the shock I called to 
George and asked him where he was.” 
“Charlie I am fa3t, my foot is caught 
and I cannot get out,” vas the reply. I 
weut to his assistance aud got him 
free. 
I saw a man under the cliain- 
box. Said he, “I can’t get out.” Wal­ 
lace got a sledge hammer, but could 
not break the box, or get it off the 
the man. 
I then callea for a boat, 
and being told that there was one 
over his head, I lowered the star­ 
board boat and took four men off the 
wreck. 
There was 105 pounds of 
steam on the gauge when the bell 
was rung. She was allowed to carry 110 
pounds: I was not hurt at all.” 
Wm. Smith testified: I got on 
board at North Vallejo, and went up 
staiis where there were only two 
other men. I was lying on a seat 
dozing, but awoke as the whistle blew 
to leave South Vallejo. Had just put 
my head down when tbe crash came. 
1 heard no explosion, as the first thing 
I knew everything came tumbling 
down on top of me. I tried to escape, 
and was perhaps five or ten minutes 
doing so. While creeping out I heard 
men underneath crying for help. Had 
not much difficulty when freed from 
the wreck in getting off. 
James McCudden testified: 
My 
clerk thinks that he sold eleven 
tickets on Sunday morning. Sunday 
and Monday are kept as one day, ac­ 
cording to the railroad custom. 
The 
tickets may be bought at anv time, 
or any number may be sold to one 
man. 
We sell single trip tickets 
only. 
J. N. lthorer stated: My clerk 
thinks that he sold from thirty to 
thirty-five tickets. Many men buy 
six tickets on Monday morning to last 
the week through. 
Did not see the 
firemen or engineers, as I was in bed 
when the first boat left. 
Master-Mechanic McKenzie, of the 
Southern Pacific company, was pres­ 
ent to request that the examination 
of the boilers be postponed until the 
arrival of United States Inspector 
Hillman. 
IN TnK AFTERNOON 
The jury again convened, and the 
following evidence was taken : Man­ 
uel Trietos—Never heard any one 
say that the boilers were in a bad 
condition. 
Have travelled on the 
boat about a year. 
Never heard any 
one say that those boilers have been 
condemned lately, and can not say 
how many passengeis were on the 
steamer; think that there were about 
thirty-five or forty. 
Was talking to 
James Rule at the time of the ex­ 
plosion. 
J. J. Smith tallyman for the Port 
Costa Lumber Co. was the last one to 
go on board. He said, “I was about 
to go inside on the lower deck when I 
was hit by something on the calf of 
my leg and knocked down. I got up 
and was struck on the back by a 
piece of wood. I then crawled under 
a truck. I don’t know how long I 
was there but when I got up I saw a 
a 
flame 
under 
the 
starboard 
stairs and heard the captain order 
the boat to be lowered. I assisted 
in doing this and afterwards got 
ashore. 
When the Captain gave the 
order he was standing forward at the 
f;ang plank. The captain helped to 
ower the boat. I had my senses all 
the time. Saw no effort made by the 
crew to save the passengers. Do not 
think any more lives could have been 
saved by extra efforts. The sliding 
doors were open when the explosion 
occurred. 


HOW THE JULIA WAS WORKED. 
The Julia was fitted with petroleum 
burners at about the same time as the 
Oakland ferries, some months ago. 
Before that time Rocky Mountain 
coal was used, and when the change 
in duel was made it was found that 
about 100 gallons of petroleum were 
equivalent to a ton of coal. This 
boat 
carried 
about 
2500 
gal­ 
lons of petroleum. 
It was car­ 
ried in a heavy boiler-iron 
tank 
which was placed at a distance of 
forty feet from the furnaces. From 
the tank a small pipe about an inch 
in diameter conveyed the crude oil to 
the furnaces, where it was blown in 
by steam and consumed under the 
boilers. 
It was claimed that the 
apparatus, which was the same as on 
other boats, was perfectly safe, and 
that a leaking from tbe tanks would 
have only the effect of making a bet­ 
tor fire, but oould not cause an ex­ 
plosion.

When the 
firemen found it impossible to save 
the theater, they directed their efforts 
to save the hotel and Star theater,

Twenty years ago, when the Over­ 
land 
Monthly 
was in its pristine 
youth, th e editor, Mr. Bret Harte, 
wrote of this State to the effect that 
its future was a very problematic 
affair. H e said that the civilization 
of California was a tentative thing, 
that the reople here at that period 
were merely an outpost of civilization 
which m ight be overcome or driven 
in by the adverse forces of nature too 
stubborn to be subdued, or too barren 
to be made serviceable to any perma­ 
nent 
and 
populous 
settlem ent. 
He considered the pioneers as a 
colony whose ultimate success in the 
effort of building up a Common­ 
wealth was a m atter proper enough 
for dubious discussion. 
Mr. H arte 
was 
a 
literateur rather than an 
econom ist; but in these words he was 
setting forth the views of the people 
in general, rather than of his own 
m ind. And in these views the Bay 
counties was about the only territory 
em braced. 
In 
those 
days, 
San 
Francisco 
was 
the 
State, and a 
territory 
immediately 
around the 
bay was all that was regarded as worth 
jnusb, At th a t date, the late Isaac 
Friedlander had not begun to grow 
w heat in Merced county. But a few 
years previous to this the handful of 
people in California was reduced to the 
verge of starvation by one winter of 
scant rainfall,so undeveloped were the 
resources of this great Commonwealth, 
and so little understood were the na* 
ture of our soil and the character of 
our climate. 
As to Southern California, there 
were few m inds which had ever con­ 
ceived much of a future for this sec­ 
tion, so different were all the ele­ 
m ents of husbandry from those which 
the immigrant had been accustomed 
in his old home. 
The plains of Los 
Angeles county were given up to the 
sheep herder and the vaquero, whose 
flocks and herds roamed at will over 
the m esas and river bottoms of the 
valley.

THE BODKIN CASE. 


The Third Trial Now in 
Progress. 


STOKY OF THE PROSECUTION. 


Several W itnesses T estify as to 
How Lucius Elam Was 


Shot. 


/ á 


The impanelling of the Jury in the J. J. 
Bodkin murder case, commenced on Mon­ 
day. waa completed yesterday, and the trial 
Tras opened] shortly after 10 o’clock, this 
being the third time the defendant has 
been placed on trial for the murder of 
Lucius Elam, near Orange, in November, 
1886. The first witness called waa 8. F. 
Gesso in, who testified to having met Mr. 
Bodkin near his residence on the morning 
of the 7th, at which time he told him to go 
down and take care of that man. Upou in­ 
quiring what man, he said: “The man I 
shut down there in self-defense.” I went to 
the place Indicated, and found Mr. Elam 
lying on the bank of a cut or ditch. He was 
conscious, and said Bodkin had uliothim. 
I tried to lift him, but 
he could not 
stand. 
I asked him to put his arms 
•round my neck ho I could lift him, but he 
oould not do bo. I then called to Bodkin 
•nd he came up, and together we carried 
him into the hoime. I left him on the floor 
and started to the packing houee for help. 
I heard him say he could n- t live. When I 
returned there were a number of the neigh­ 
bors in the bouse. 
They had placed de­ 
ceased in the bed and were rubbing him. 
j. w. SQUIRES 
Was next called, and related the scene at 
Elam's house after the shooting. The de­ 
ceased stated that he could not live, as he 
thought the bullet was in his stomach. Wit­ 
ness alaj testified to having discovered the 
hat of deceased near the Boot where Gessom 
testified to having found deceased. 
B. N. Conaway testified: I saw Elam be­ 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock on the morning he 
was shot. When I Rrrived I went into the 
bedroom where he was lyiug upon a bed, 
suffering intensely. 1 asked him how be 
waa, and he told me he would die that day 
1 asked him if he thought lie was prepared 
to die. He shook his head, and afterwards 
asked that a minister he sent for. When 
suggested that wo should send for a doctor 
he replied: “You may do so, but I don’t 
think it will do any good.” 
• * 
MBS. H. P. HOWARD 
Testified: I reside at Orange, about three 
miles from Mr. Klarn s place. He was my 
nephew, i saw him on the day of the shoot­ 
ing, at which tim e he told me he mast die. 
In reply to my desire to do something for 
him he said all had been done that was 
Sossible. lie made every prepara-Ion for 
eath, deeding his f irm to his sisters and 
makitig other arrangements. During that 
day he related to me how the trouble oc­ 
curred, staling that while In the T-oad be­ 
tween the two farms,Bodkin’s boy caine out 
and insulted him and he told him to be 
quiet or ho would tell his father. The boy 
f 
>aid uo attention to this. Ho then started 
or Bodkin’s house to complain to the boy’s 
father, and while crossing the ditch nea: 
the house Mr. Bodkin came out, and while 
he was trying to tell what the hoy said he 
drew a pistol and shot him. It was about 
2 p. m. on the day of the shooting when lie 
made this statement. He said he was un­ 
armed. 
VIOLA ELAM 
Being called, testified: I am the sister of de­ 
ceased, and lived \yith lnm at the time ui 
the trouble. I was at school, or on the way 
to school, when some one told me my 
brother was shot. When I got home I found 
• him lyiug on the bed. Ho said he did not 
expect to ever get well. Ho told me how the 
trouble occurred. 
(Witness hero related 
substantially the same facts as testified to by 
Mrs. Howard.) My brother told me Boikins 
said “ Help yourself if you can,” and then 
drawing a pistol, shot him. My brother 
usually carried n small pocket knife. I 
suppose he had it on that day, but I do not 
know of my own knowledge. 


n . K. k q u ik e s: 
I lived in November, 1880, about one mile 
from Mr. L. Elam’h and Uodkin’a places. 1 
A 
was at the deceased's house about 8 o'clock 
W — - u*. M. on the day of the shooting. Iu a con- 
versatiou 1 tried to eucouiage him, but he 
said he whj badly hurt and not likely to get 
well. 
TRt'MBALL KENT 
Testified: I was a t Elam's house soon after 
he was shot. 
There were several persons 
thore-whcn I arrived. 
I do not remember 
having heard Elam express himself as to 
the possibility of his death. 
B. N. Conaway, being recalled, testified as 
to the statements made by Elam to him 
relative to tho shooting as follows: I asked 
him how it occurred, lie said he was attend­ 
ing to a cow, and while passing Bodkin’s 
house 
his 
boy 
“sassed” 
him, 
and 
after 
putting 
the 
cow 
in 
the 
lot 
he went 
over 
to 
Bodkin’s 
place 
to 
talk to him about the boy. As he was 
crossing the ditch in front of the house 
Bodkin came out. 
Elam then stated what 
the boy had said, and in reply Bodkin told 
him to he p himself if he could, at the same 
time drawing a pistol and firing. 
Elam 
said he had uo weapon except a big pocket- 
knife, and that the sl\ootiug was entirely 
without cause. 
He said Bodkin was only 
about tlire e feet away when h® fired. 
A. C. SUMMERS 
Testified: I lived near Elam in November, 
188(1. I owned a ranch adjoining his. I 
was at, Elam's house early iu the day on 
which he was shot. I found him on his 
bed shot, the ball haying entered the upper 
part of the abdomca. I saw Bodkin directly 
after the shooting. 
lie was placed in my 
cust-jdy for about an hour by üftlcer West. 
While with me iu reply to some remark of 
mine, he said: “ Yes, 1 have gotten myself 
luto a scrape. I came home from school to 
settle the matter.” 
Ho referred to tho 
trouble between hlmseli and E am. I think 
he said Elam threw a stone on the house, 
and Ills wife was so much afraid of him 
that she would not live there. 
I told Bod­ 
kin I did not caro to talk of his trouble, as I 
did not want to get mixed up In it. 
j. w. MILLER 
Testified: 
I live at San Pedro. Was at 
Elam’s place in the afternoon of the day he 
was shot. In my hearing Elam said the 
doctors said ho could not live, and that, ho 
liad felt from the first that the wound was 
fatal. In the presence of Beveral persons 
he stated that in the morning he was going 
along the road when Bodkin’s boy accosted 
him using very indecent language. He 
afterwards went over to the house to com­ 
plain to the boy’s father. Whi.o crossing 
the ditch iu front of the house. Bodkin 
came out and m et him. He told him his 
boy had been applying some very violent 
language to him, upon which Bodkin re­ 
plied; “ Help yourself if you can. I will fix 
ton,” and, suiting the word to the deed, 
e 
pulled 
out 
his 
pistol, 
pointed 
it first at my head, then lowered It and fired. 
Elam stated that when Bodkin pointed the 
pistol at Ills head lie Bald, “don't shoot me,” 
and that after the Bhot he fell and then Mrs. 
Bodkin come come out and remarked: “he 
has had what he long ago deserved.” He 
stated that he afterwards tried to get up, but 
could not, and that it was by crawling that 
he got on the other side of the ditch. He 
repeated the story of the shooting several 
Lines, but not iu the exact language 1 have 
related 
The case at till® point was adjourned un­ 
til this morning. 


TO PREV-fSNT SMALLPOX. 


An Instracttve Circular f rom the 
t late Board of Health* 


SSI ALLl’OX. 
After an absence of many years, smallpox 
has again been imported into the southern 
part of our State. The extreme liability of 
its diffusion through railway intercommu­ 
nication, and in view of checking its prog­ 
ress, the State Board of Health feels It its 
imperative duty to issue certain suggestions 
ana precautions, the compliance 
with 
which will restore confidence to those who 
suffer from fear of the disease, and absolute 
immunity to those in dauger of contagion. 
There are two ways to obtain protection 
from Bmallpox. One is by strict quarantine, 
to completely shnt ltout, and the other It to 
anticipate it by a general vaccination. As 
the first mode Is more or les® liable to 
failure, through lack ;of vigilance on the 
B 
irt of tho authorities, or absence of indica- 
ons of the incubating disease that would 
w arrant detention, It is the more certain 
plan to vaccinate as well a< quarantine, 
and then we have the disease wholly under 
command as nearly as human means can 
do it. 
PREVENTIVE MKA8UREB. 
Vaccination is the only preventive meas­ 
ure that is known to successfully prevent 
smallpox. If properly done with reliable 
viras, whether bovine or humanised, there 
is nothing more absolutely certain than the 
fact of the protection of the Individual from 
the fatal effects of smallpox. 
The vacc nation ought, if possible, to be 
r 
ierformed by an educated physician, with 
vxnph that he knows to be pure and reli­ 
able, and who lrperfectly familiar with the 
typloal vesicle prodqeed, or, In other words, 
w h o knows that the vaaolnatlon has been 
snceessful, or taken properly. 
Every Infant should be vaccinated within 
three or four months after its birth. 
■very child should be revacoinsted be­ 
fore its tenth year. 
No child should be permitted to enter any 
school until It la snooeMliflly vaccinated, 


and so oertified to by the operating physi­ 
cian. 
, 
Every adult should be re vaccinated every 
seven years. It may not take, ta t It secures 
the safety of those who try it. 
IN THE PRESENCE OP THE DISEASE. 
No time should be lost, but a general vac" 
cination insisted upon. 
Fortunately it Is 
our great privilege to live in California, the 
inhabitants of which are too intelligent and 
well informed not to see the importance of 
this measure when smallpox invades their 


commerce. 


town or city. Smallpox in a community 
" 
ralyzing of all trades and 
means pecuniary loss, sick­ 
ness, suffering, dcstitutiou, deformity or 
death. It means a condition of things that 
in 
a civilized community 
could and 
should be at once arrested. All employ­ 
e e must take the Initiative, and have 
every man in their employ vaccinated as 
the condition upon which their employ­ 
ment is continued. All railroad men, jHilisc 
officers Hud those connected with puulio 
offices should especially be protected, as 
they are constantly exposed through the 
traveling public to the germn of the disease 
which may be larking iu the wayfarers’ 
clothes or among their baggage. Iu short, 
it is the imperative duty of the local author­ 
ities to secure protection to all classes, that 
noue remain unprotected, to the imminent 
danger of their fellow citizens. 
SMALLPOX IN THE HOUSE. 
When, unfortunately, this occurrence has 
t&keu plHce, have every member of the fam­ 
ily vaccinated at once. 
Smallpox takes 
seven to fourteen days after exposure before 
It becomes apparent. Vaccine takes only 
lour to six days. If, therefore, you aro im­ 
mediately vaccinated after exposure yon 
will anticipate the disease and either avert 
it or so modify it as to render it compara­ 
tively harmless and mild. 
The- patient should lie placed, if prac­ 
ticable, in the highest room in the house, 
aud as distant from the apartments of the 
rest of i he family as possible. Here he 
should have the most complete isolation 
and ventilation that can be attained. The 
room, before occupancy, should be stripped 
of all uuneceB«ary furniture, carpets, cur­ 
tains, woolen goods and clothing, and tho 
utmost cleanliness observed, both with ie- 
gard to the patient and the room. Disin­ 
fectants may be constantly used; especially 
should a vessel containing chloride of lime 
be placed at the bedside for patients to spit 
into. The same should be used freely 
‘on of € 
the vessels required for the reception of ex­ 
creta, which should be at once removed 
and buried. Lastly, a large tubcontaluing 
a disinfectant solution should be kept in the 
room, into which all soiled clothes could at 
once lie plm ged and removed for farther 
disinfection. Rags should be used to wipe 
away all secretions from the mouth oa nose, 
and Immediately burned. All glasses, cups, 
or other vessels used by the patient, must 
be scrupulously cleansed and washed iu a 
disinfectant solution. No person should be 
admitted into the room but those waltlug 
upon the patient, and a sheet wrung out of a 
strong disinfectant solution ought to be sus­ 
pended outside the door oi the patleut’B 
room. 
Smallpox is iu its most contiguous condi­ 
tion when the scabs are matured, and.no 
convalescent patient should be permitted 
to mingle with his family until all thescabR 
have fallen off anil the Bkin quite cleau, 
Iu case of death, wrap the body iu a sheet 
saturated with a strong solution of sulphate 
of zinc, have it confined and burled with­ 
out any unnecessary delay, without any 
wake or public funeral. 
DISINFECTANT SOLUTIONS. 
As these solutions are within the means 
of every one, the State Board of Health 
thinks It well to familiarizo the 
public 
with their composition: 
Roll Sulphnr (brimstone,) for fumigation. 
This Is a cheap «nd efficient substance for 
fumigating rooms; It is positively destruct­ 
ive to disease germs, when efficiently used. 
Sulphate of iron (copperas) dissolved in 
the p oportion ol one and a half pounds to 
the gallon of water, isa cheap and reliable 
deodorizer aud antiseptic for privies, cess­ 
pools, sewers, etc. 
.Sulphate of Zinc, in the proporion of four 
ounces of sulphnte and two ounces of com­ 
mon salt to a gallon of water, is efficient 
and harmless for clothing, bed linen, blan­ 
kets, etc. It should be used boiling hot. 
and the articles to be disinfected plunged 
Into it and thoroughly boiled. 
Corrosive Sublimate, in the proportion of 
a quarter of on ounce to the gallon, is an 
unsurpassed germicide and disinfectant, 
but has the disadvantage of being excessive­ 
ly poisonous, and therefore dangerous for 
general use. 
Carbolic acid is of uncertain strength, is 
expensive, aud experience has shown that 
it must be employed In comparatively large 
qua' titles to be of any use. It Is also liable, 
by its strong odor, to give a false sense ox 
security. 
HOW TO USE DISINFECTANTS. 
I. In the sick room. The most available 
agents aie fresh air and cleanliness. The 
clothing, towe's, bud-linen, etc., should, ou 
removal from the patient, be placed iu a 
e zinc solution, boiling hot, if pos­ 
sible. All discharges from 
the 
patient 
should either bo received in vessels con­ 
taining the copperas or corrosive sublimate 
solution, or if this is Impracticable, should 
be covered with the solution. Unnecessary 
furniture, especially that which is stuffed. 
carpc’B, and hangings, should be removed 
from the room at the outBet if possible; 
otherwise- they should remain for fumiga­ 
tion aud treatment. 
II. Fumigation with Bulphuris the only 
practical method of disinfecting the house. 
For this purpose the rooms to be disinfected 
must be vacated. Heavy clothing, blankets, 
bedding, and other Articles which cannot 
be treated with the zinc solution, should be 
opened and exposed during fumigation, as 
directed below: CD se the rooms as tightly 
as possible, stopping up every crevice ana 
keyhole; place the sulphnr in iron pans 
supported upon bricks placed in washtubs 
containing a little water, set it on fire with 
alcohol or kerosene sprinkled upon it, and 
allow the room to remain closed twenty- 
four hours. For a room ten feet square at 
least two pounds of sulphur will be re­ 
quired; for larger rooms proportionately 
larger quantities will be necessary. 
III. Premises, cellars, 
yards, stables, 
gutters, privies, cesspools, water closets, 
sewers, drains, should be liberally treated 
with the copperas solution; it is cheap and 
effective. The copperas solution muy be 
easily prepared by banging a basket con­ 
taining about sixty pounds of copperas in a 
barrel of water. 
IV. Body and bedclothlng. It is best to 
burn all articles which have been in contact 
with persons sick of infectious or contigious 
diseases. Articles t io valuable to b e de­ 
stroyed should bo treated as follows: Cot­ 
ton, linen, flannels, blankets, etc.. Bhould 
be treated with the boiling hot zinc solu­ 
tion; introduce piece by piece; secure thor­ 
ough wctliug, and bill for half an hour. 
Furs, silks, heavy woolen clothihg. bedcov­ 
ers, and beds, which cannot be thus treated 
with the zinc solution, should be huugTin 
the room during fumigation, their surfaces 
fmly exposed, and tbeir pockets turned in­ 
side out; afterwards they should be hung in 
the open air—beaten and shaken. Pillows, 
beds, stuffed mattresses, upholstered fur­ 
niture, etc., should be cut open, the con­ 
tenta spread out and thoroughly fumigated. 
Carpets are best fumigated on the floor, but 
should afterwards be removed to the open 
air aud thoroughly shaken aud beaten. 
FINALLY 
If, from neglect or delay in enforcing 
precautionary raeaiures, the disease shows 
a tendency to become epidemic, the public 
aud private schools miiBt be closed, church 
services suspended, and public assemblages

Hall, and Griffin & Skelley of Riverside, 
consisting of choice Muscatels, both loose 
aud London levers, iu commercial and 
fancy picking boxes. Tbeso raisins have 
been pronounced by experts both of this 
city and the east, to lie equal to the best 
raisins of France, Italy, ano other raisin 
producing countries, if not superior. E. W- 
Holins contributes to this collection a box 
of Zante currants which attracted consider­ 
able attention both at Riverside and here. 
Two very fine specimen boxes of suu-riried 
apricots were also noted among GiiQiu A 
Skelley’b fruits. 
ONTARIO. 
8trolling to the right aud south side of the 
hall, attention is at oucc drawn to a large 
suspended frame of evergreens, in which 
the word “ Ol tario ” is wrought with excel­ 
lent effect by Paper Rind St. Michael or­ 
anges. The exhibit beneath is one which 
would do credit to a colony having a score 
of years to back it, and the fact that, all the 
fruits arc from trees none of which arc 
over four years old, adds no little interest 
to the collection. The oldest tree in the 
colony is four years, and yet she has al­ 
ready established a market, aLd sells or­ 
anges not only by the dozen, but the car 
lond, incredib’e as it may seem. The dis­ 
play is in charge of W. K. Collins, and con­ 
sists of fine pyramids and platters of choice 
Washington Navels, Mediterauc-au Sweets 
and Paper Kind St. Michaels, all of which 
are prophetic of a b* Ight future for the 
rapidly growiDg colony. A fine collection 
of views in large frames occupies a con­ 
spicuous place on the table among which was 
nited one of the famous Euclid avenue, 
which is 200 feet wide and beautified in the 
ce.ter by pepper and palm trees, in the 
midst of which runs the electric motor 
road, aDd the outside fringed and shaded 
with Encalyptus and GreviUia trees; also 
viowa of the water supplies, school houses, 
brick business blocks, etc., were noted. The 
table was tastefully decorated with maden- 
hair ferns. 
SOUTH RIVERSIDE. 
The exhibit iu charge of F. M. Chognill 
is something a little out of the ordinary, 
being represented not only by the treasure 
grown from the earth, but by those hidden 
beneath.

A fine display of coal, potter’s clay, 
porphery, stone and fine lime, were the de­ 
partures from the rule, and a strong recom­ 
mendation for that active new colony, 
which, of late, has been making favorable 
demands on our home-seekers. 
ANAHEIM 
Is pronounced by all to be one of the most 
Interesting »xhibits in the hall. It having 
the wo6t varied display. The booth is pre­ 
sided over by Messrs. F. U. Schaunburger 
and J. Lamdell. No effort at an a tistie 
display is attempted, the fruits speaking 
their own laudations. 
At one end of the 
booth is a large pyramid of Washington Na­ 
vels and Favorita seedling oranges, one side 
being set with a very flue lot of apples of 
vailous varieties. At the opposite end is a 
like exhibit of Navels and Sicily lemons. 
In the center are trays and platters of extra 
ordinarily large NavelB, grown by R. J. 
Northam near Fullerton. Also fine lemons, 
Mandarin oranges, a mammoth 
citron, 
Bergamot limes, luscious strawberry guavas, 
large bright ptper shelled English walnuts, 
ana St. John's bread, or English locust pods. 
Among canned goods were noted a choice 
lot of Bartlett pears, quinces, figs. nectar­ 
ines, lemons, cliDg peaches, blackberries, 
orab-apples, apricots and French prunes.

A DREADED SHARK. 


A a m u rco o f T e r r o r to F ls b e r m e u 
A b o n t T a b o c a B a y 
A very large and ancient looking 
shark lias been swimming about Ta- 
boga bay recently. 
It is known to the 
islanders and generally down the bay 
by its m arks, and by those who know 
it it is called the “ Sombrarera,” ow­ 
ing to its haring seized and eaten a 
man off Anton some years ago under 
peculiar circumstances. It appears a 
schooner was sailing slowly along off 
Anton point, when the hat of one of 
the crew was blown overboard. The 
man jum ped into the sea to regain 
his hat, when he was seized by the 
shark, which promptly dived with 
its 
prey. 
Subsequently 
off 
the 
Morro island, 
the 
same 
animal 
was seen 
to seize 
the 
brother 
of the 
Rev. 
Silinas 
of 
Taboga, 
while he was bathing, and to carry 
him under. No traces of this second 
victim were ever seen. The same 
shark is credited by the bay sailors 
with m any deaths, but the instances 
mentioned are vouched for by many. 
The natives, who claim to recognize it 
as an annual visitor, speak of these in­ 
cidents as a m atter of island history, 
dating from the period when the fac­ 
tory of the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company was at the Morro, and where 
the anim al first acquired notoriety by 
eating an Englishman who attem pted 
to swim from a vessel then at anchor 
there to another. 
All the fishermen have a peculiar, 
and it appears well founded, terror of 
this aniiuai, and none of them will 
dive in the vicinity of its haunts, al­ 
though the water is not over five feet 
in depth. In connection with this 
carnivorous m onster the old inhabit­ 
ants of Taboga relate a legend, and in 
which they appear to have perfect 
faith, which is worth recounting. 
They believe that below the spot 
where he so constantly swims when 
ou his periodical visits to Taboga there 
lies a valuable coral bed, and that 
when in that vicinity the shark be­ 
lieves it to 
he its peculiar doty 
to keep constant and careful guard 
over that treasure. One thing in con­ 
nection with this peculiar legend is, 
however certain, and that is that none 
of the bay divers—and they are all 
good men, as they have proved when 
pearl fishing— rill attem pt to dive in 
that vicinity,[and you cannot persuade 
any of the islanders, addicted as they 
are to the water, to bathe in that 
place. This animal, we are informed, 
is of the true shark species, and not a 
marine monster of the flat-headed 
type, such as was the last big one 
caught there some few years ago by 
an Italian man-of-war which was 
then at anchor off that island.—[Pan­ 
am a Star and Herald.

T he p atien t Is greatly annoyed by th e co n stan t drop­ 
ping into the th ro a t of th e m orbid m atter from th e head, a n d a s a recum bent position 
naturally favors th e flow dow nw ard, b is rest is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch elevated in order to B leep w ith 
som e degree of comfort. 
Iu others, a tough, viscid an d offensive phlegm collects behind and above th e soft 
palate, in the passage betw een tho th ro at and h ead , adhering to th e parts with gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em b arru n es respiration and creates a sensation of irritation an d 
uneasiness in th e affected locality, Which gives rise to a constant and alm ost irresistible 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by d raw ing th e m ucus into th e th ro at ko as to reject it by 
th e m outh.

The stom ach generally suffers m ore or less au d becom es w eak and irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is capricious aud nearly always bad in tho m orning. The p atien t Is languid, u nable 
to perform m ental or physical labor w ith th e usual facility, is nervous, depressed in 
spirits, at tim es, fearful, tim id, ag itated , and Inclined to drow siness and sleep; the mem­ 
ory w eakened, an d p erm an en t im p airm en t seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane »oou W-eomes m orbidly sensitive to u n fav o rab le Influences, 
and, in spite of th e utm ost care, becom es affected from the slightest causes, so th a t a t last 
a breath of w ind upon th e lin in g of th e nose or th ro at becomea productive of a cold, and 
gives rise to serious disturbances of th e respiratory organs. Thus the patien t is subject 
to frequent acd repeated colds, each attack aggravating th e disease by giving it a new 
im pulse, an d involving a larger ex te u t of surface th au Its predecessor. In th is manner 
th e difficulty spreads from organ to organ, invading the throat, larynx, trachea and 
bronchial tubes, u n til, encroaching fu rth e r and iu rth er, it reaches th e finer ram ill cations 
of th e bronchi, when b u t a slight im pulse is required to send it to the lungs.
